UP TO . MAGISTRATES 


Two events of ‘deep interest to the 
motoring public of Alberta are sched- 
uled for the first of néxt month, for 
it is then the driver’s license and the 
non-resident permits will be introduc- 
ed for the first time in the history of 
this province. 

That the drivers’ license legislation 
will have an immediate effect for good 
is indicated. by the statement of the 
deputy provincial secretary that licen- 
ses will .be refused some two hund- 
red persons now driving cans. These, 
it appears, are men and women who 
are unfit to operate a car because of 
certain physical disabilities, stich as 
liability to epilepsy. Up to the pres- 
ent it has been impossible to deny 
these persons the right to drive their 
own car. 

Another announcement reveals the 
method by which perzons convicted of 
infractions of traffic laws and reg- 


ulutions will be dealt with. Thess )- 


muet hand their driver’s license to the 
magistrate, who will either suspen 
or cancel the license, if he sees fit. The 
sefety of the highways will thus lie 
in ¢ very Jarge wey in the hands of 
te magistrates. It is the hope of the 
framers of this legislation and of mo- 
toritts generally, that persistent. of- 
fenders will thue be deprived of the 
vse of the highways, at least unii! 
such time .s they learn it is a privil- 
ege, to bo guarded by the rational 
regard for the safety of others. 

The compulsory licensing of visiting 
motorists, as is pointed out by the of- 
ficials, wil' enable the compiling of 
exact figures, Hereafter estimates 
of what the notvur tourist means to 
Alberta will be based on solid founda- 
tions and will not be dependent on 
anybody's guesses. It is likely that 
the totals at the end of this year will 
prove @ surprising reveletion.

Dr. Laird said that it was expected 
that in ten years there would be avail- 
able for the younger ministers a pen- 
gion plan by which they would guar- 
antee $25 per year for each year of 
active service and a mortality benefit
